

Syria says Israeli drone downed 

DAMASCUS i R) — > Syria said it shot down an Israeli plane off 
the Syrian coast and hit another over Lebanon Friday. A military 
spokesman quoted by the official Syrian news agency SANA said 
an “ Israeli air target" was seen failing into the sea southwest of 
Syria’s Mediterranean port of Tartous. On Tuesday the Syrians 
said they shot down two Israeli drones flying over Syrian positions 
in eastern Lebanon and southern Syria. The spokesman did not 
specify what kind of air target was shot down and he made no 
mention of any pilot. Syria has frequently downed pilotless Israeli 
drones. One Israeli plane was hit over Syrian positions in Leb- 
anon, the spokesman said, but he did not mention whether it was 
brought down. He said the incident occurred in the Dahr Al 
Qadib area of Lebanon, adding that what he described as an 
Israeli formation was forced to turn back by Syrian air defences. 




U.S. favours Tripoli withdrawal 

BRUSSELS t R ) — The United States favours the evacuation of 
Palestinian fighters from the northern Lebanese port of Tripoli, 
Secretary of Slate George Shultz said Friday. Mr. Shultz told 
reporters at the conclusion of a North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation iNATO) conference here the United Stales had no 
position on the battles between Palestinian factions in Tripoli. He 
declined comment on Friday's shelling by the Israeli navy of 
nearby Palestine Liberation Organisation camps, noting that Isr- 
ael traditionally retaliated for violent actioas in its country. Mr. 
Shultz said he and the foreign ministers of France. Italy and 
Britain had Thursday reaffirmed their commitment to maintain 
peacekeeping troops in Lebanon. He left open the possibility that 
individual contingents in the force, now totalling over 5.nt Ml men. 
might change, .saving the size of the units depended on military 
needs.

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Arafat awaits Greek evacuation ships 

Israeli offensive at 
Tripoli beaten back 


TRIPOLI, Lebanon (R) — Palestinian lea- 
der Yasser Arafat said Friday Israeli troops 
attempted a pre-dawn seaborne landing aga- 
inst his loyalist forces trapped in this nor- 
thern Lebanese port but were beaten off by 
heavy gunfire. 


Human rights declaration 
anniversary falls today 


“They were completely def- 
eated and were obliged to wit- 
hdraw,” he told reporters. But he 
said he expected the Israelis to 
attack again. 

Three guerrillas were killed and 
four wounded in the attack on a 
coastal position just outside Tri- 
poli. the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation iPLO) chairman 
said. 

Witnesses said the only damage 
from the Israeli attack was a 
shell-hold in a warehouse wall, 
two holes in an unfinished bui- 
lding used as a barrack by an 
eight-man PLO squad, a broken 
telephone pole and a tent hit by a 
shell. 

But PLO officials said the raid 
could obstruct the planned eva- 
cuation of .Mr. Arafat's estimated 
4,(KKi men from Tripoli where 
they have been trapped for weeks 
by Syrian-backed PLO rebejs. 

Mr. Arafat's spokesman 
Ahmad Abdul Rahman said it ind- 
icated the Israelis had “closed the 
sea to ships due to arrive tom- 
orrow- evening or this evening" to 
evacuate the PLO tightens to 
Tunis and North Yemen. 

The raid was apparently a rep- 
risal for a bomb blast on a Jer- 
usalem bus on Tuesday, Mr. 
Abdul Rahman said. Arafat loy- 
alists and anti-Arafat rebels have 


claimed responsibility for the 
blast, which the Israelis said killed 
four people and wounded 43. 

The PLO spokesman said mes- 
sages had been sent Friday to the 
U.N. Security Council, which has 
authorised the evacuation ships to 
fly the U.N. flag, to request inc- 
reased security measures for the 
withdrawal because of heightened 
fears of an Israeli attack at sea 

France and Greece had also 
been asked to supply more war- 
ships. Mr. Abdul Rahman said. 
PLO spokesman said Thursday 
the two countries had agreed to 
provide naval escorts for the eva- 
cuation. 

The Israeli shelling hit a small 
PLO coastal position at Al Kaz- 
khaoe, one kilometre north of 
Tripoli and just one and a half kil- 
ometres from Mr. Arafat's hea- 
dquarters on the northern edge of 
the dty. 

Despite Friday's attack. Mr. 
Arafat said he was still preparing 
for the evacuation. 

He said he had told Rashid Kar- 
ami, a former Lebanese prime 
minister who is conducting wit-, 
hdrawal negotiations involving 
.Mr. Arafat and the rebel Pal- 
estinians. that ships chartered in 
Greece were ready to sail to Tri- 
poli. 

"As soon as Karami gives the 


O.K. the ships will arrive here in 
24 hours," .Mr. Arafat said. 

Athens newspapers close to 
Greece's socialist government 
said it was keen to get maximum 
security guarantees before letting 
the ships sail. 

Israel has said it will not und- 
ertake not to attack the ships. 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli officials den- 
ied Frida/ s attack was to stop the 
Palestinian leader evacuating 
north Lebanon. 

" The naval action should not be 
seen in the context of Israeli pre- 
parations to prevent Arafat lea- 
ving." a senior official told rep- 
orters. 

Israeli officials, apparently anx- 
ious to keep pressure on .Mr. Ara- 
fat, again refused to say whether 
the navy will attempt to prevent 
the evacuation operation. 

Israeli cabinet minister Ariel 
Sharon told British Radio Thu- 
rsday Lhat Mr. Arafat should not 
be allowed to leave Tripoli alive. 

Bui the Israeli ambassador to 
France said Thursday he did not 
think his country would not use 
military force to oppose the Pal- 
estinian evacuation. 

Speaking on television. Amb- 
assador Ovadia Soffer added that 
Israel remained opposed to any 
U.N. guarantee given for the dep- 
arture of the besieged Palestinian 
leader and of his supporters. 

Asked whether the Israeli navy 
would go as far as shelling the 
Greek ships due to ferry the Pal- 
estinians away from Tripoli. Mr, 
Soffer said Israel did not oppose 
the evacuation as such. 

"We oppose the form of the 
evacuation, but not the evacuation 
itself." he said.

The individual should be lib- 
erated from poverty, sickness, 
ignorance, colonial Isa lion and sla- 
very and should be provided with 
food, housing, clothes, medical 
care and social services, the dec- 
laration stated. 

Freedom of life, the declaration 
said, should aLso include the ind- 
ividual's right to ensure a liv- 
elihood in case of unemployment, 
sickness, old age. and education 
and equality before law. to be con- 


DHAKA iRl — Intense wra- 
ngling over key issues in the Mid- 
dle East dominated a meeting of 
Islamic foreign ministers Friday as 
officials worked into the evening 
to hammer out a final declaration 
for Friday. 

Conference sources said no agr- 
eement had been reached on the 
four main problems facing a five- 
day session of the 42-member 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference vOlCj. 

They reported deep divisions 
among delegates over the conflict 
in Lebanon, the split in Pal- 
estinian ranks, the Iran-lraq war 
and the declaration of ind- 
ependence by Ihe Turkish com- 
munity of northern Cyprus.

Lebanon-Syria relations Mubarak: Let Egyptians 
most vital, Salem says decide on envoy’s return 

DAMASCUS t Rj — Visiting Lebanese Foreign .Minister Elie Salem 
said Friday that Lebanon's ties with Syria were vital and that the 
Lebanese problem could be resolved only through consultations 
between the two countries. 

Mr. Salem, speaking to reporters after three hours of talks with 
Syrian Foreign .Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam, said he came to 
Damascus as a "peace and reconciliation envo/’ and that Syria had 
shown “deep understanding of the Lebanese problem." 

He described his talks with Mr. Khaddam as very good and said, 

“Lebanon's ties with Syria are vital... the Lebanese problem can be 
resolved only through consultations between the two countries.” 

.Mr. Salem, who called Syrian- Lebanese ties “very strong and 
cannot be undermined." said he briefed Mr. Khaddam on the results 
of Lebanese President Amin Gemayel’s talks with.President Reagan 
in Washington last week. 

Mr. Salem, who also attended the Washington talks, said Frida/s 
meeting also covered what he called “repercussious of pans of the 
Washington talks and the future steps that ought to be' taken by our 
two countries to ease the situation." 

"No one in Lebanon or Syria wants to escalate the already tease 
situation, and 1 believe that Syria and Lebanon have a mutual basis in 
that direction." he said.

2 American 
soldiers 
wounded 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT tR) — A U.S. Marine 
and a sailor were slightly wounded 
Friday when gunmen fired 
rocket-propelled grenades and 
other weapons at an American 
position at Beirut International 
Airport- a Marines spokesman 
said. 

.Major Dennis Brooks, spo-. 
kesman for the l»50U-raan UJS. 
Marine contingent in Beirut, said 
Lhe Marines retaliated with light 
weapons, grenades and shoulder- 
tired anti-tank missiles. 

The wounded Marine was in j- , 
ured while manning a position on 
the perimeter of the airport and 1 
the sailor was driving a bulldozer 
when the attack occurred, iMaj. 
Brooks said. 

The Marine was flown to an 
American assault ship for tre- 
atment while the sailor, who suf- 
fered a lacerated ear drum when 
thrown off the bulldozer, was tre- 
ated ashore. 

Witnesses said the .Marines 
were trying to clear an area of scr- 
ubland between their positions 
and Shi*ite areas adjacent to ihe 
airport. 

The slum districts have served 
as a launching pad for attacks aga- 
inst lhe Marines by militiamen 
opposed to the U.S. military pre- 
sence in Lebanon. 


GENEVA tR) — The Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries tOPEC) ended three 
days of talks Friday with an agr- 
eement to maintain current oil 
prices and output levels but the 
exporter group might have to rec- 
onvene soon if demand continues 
to fail. 

The agreement, spelled out in a 
brief communique, means the 
13-member organisation will 


abide, for the time being, by an 
accord reached in London last 
March that set the OPEC ref- 
erence price at 529 a barrel and 
restricted overall output to 17.5 
million barrels a day.

disclosed at the end of the talks 
that OPEC’s own experts saw 
demand falling lo only 16.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day in the second 


CAIRO t K) — Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak was quoted 
Thursday as saying the Egyptian 
people would have the final word 
on the return of an ambassador to 
Israel, even if the Jewish slate pul- 
led out its troops from Lebanon. 

“After the achievement of an 
Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon 
and the reactivation of stalled iss- 
ues, I will turn to the Egyptian 
people to ask for their consent to 
the return of an Egyptian amb- 
assador to Israel .** Mr. Mubarak 
told the editor of the semi-official 
daily Al Ah ram. 

Egypt, the first and so far only 
Arab state to sign a treaty with 
Israel, withdrew its ambassador 
from Israel in September last year 
in protest against the massacre of 
Palestinians in two Beirut refugee 
camps. 

Mr. Mubarak's comments did 
not make clear how he was to con-

NEW DELHI (RJ — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
saying the meek may inherit the 
earth but not the headlines. Friday 
complained about poor coverage 
by Western media of news in dev- 
eloping countries.

about 40 non-aligned nations. 
.Mrs. Gandhi said the faults were 
dangerous because they led to 
errors of political judgement, par- 
ticularly in dealings with Africa 
and Asia. 

“These mistakes were costly to 
them but even more so to us. The 
lack of appreciation of our eco- 
nomic problems weakens our pos- 
ition in international dealings" 
Mrs. Gandhi said. 

She said in the Western media, 
as well as in India, and maybe els- 
ewhere, there was hardly any news 
about developing countries unless 
it involved disasters or dis- 
turbances.

plans to pursue Reagan proposal ‘very actively’ 


U.S. 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Ihe United States plans to pursue 
"very active" diplomatic efforts in 
the .Middle East with President 
Reagan's September 1982 ini- 
tiative as a framework for moving 
ahead. Lhe senior Middle East 
specialist in the U.S. Stale Dep- 
artment told journalists in Europe 
in a television interview Thursday. 

Responding to questions by 
journalists on the U.S. Inf- 
ormation Agency's Euronet sat 1 
ellite television programme, the 
assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern and South Asian 
affairs, Richard Murphy said dis- 
cussions during the Washington 
visits last week by Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
Lebanon's President Amin Gem- 
ayel. "signalled the American int- 


ent to play and develop a very act- 
ive U.S. diplomacy in the Middle 
East in the coming weeks and 
months." 

.Mr. Murphy said that Jordan and 
other “moderate Arab friends" in 
the region “have been concerned 
ever since the crisis in Lebanon in 
Lhe summer of 1 982 that Lebanon 
would obsess us and Lebanon 
would consume us and that— we 
would forget .and neglect the 
peace process." 

.Mr. Murphy said the Reagan 
• administration has assured Jor- 
dan, the Israelis and other leaders 
in the area that “the president's 
Sept. I initiative is a framework 
for moving ahead.” 

“ vVe urge all the leaders to look 
again at that initiative and we will 


be talking with them about pra- 
ctical. specific steps... to advance 
that process," Mr. Murphy said. 

He expressed satisfaction at 
Jordan's "continuing efforts lo 
seek the support that it needs from 
Palestinians as well as from other 
Arabs" to join the peace process. 

Mr. Murphy told the journalists 
that in last week's meetings with 
Mr.- Shamir nothing was said 
which "changed the character*’ of 
U.S.-lsraeli relations. 

.Mr. Murphy explained that the 
U.S.-lsraeli joint political- 
military group, which will meet for 
the first time in January, will be 
used as a forum to discuss “pos- 
sible co-ordinated actions such as 
exercises, perhaps pre-positioning 
of equipment," But he stressed 


that “in no way is this directed 
against Arab interests or against 
individual Arab countries." 

The assistant secretary assured 
the television audience lhat the 
United States is “certainly not 
looking for any escalation, any 
military confrontation with 
Syria.” 

He said the United States has a 
“very close” dialogue with the 
Syrian leadership and "1 can ass- 
ure you that access for our amb- 
assador is open and we are having 
intensive exchanges." He did not 
give details of the exchanges, but 
said “there has been no bre- 
akdown in communication, no 
misunderstanding of our position 
on the part of the Syrian lea- 
dership." 



Israel says hunt continues 


for W.Bank 

TEL AVIV rR| — The Israeli 
army said Friday that it was trying 
to hum Jewish 'settlers suspected 
of shooting dead an 11 -year-old 
Palestinian girl lliursday in the 
occupied cst Bank town of Nab- 
lus. 

The attackers opened fire on 
Palestinian children who. acc- 
ording to Israeli radio, were sto- 
ning iheir car and sped away bef- 
ore soldiers appeared on the 
scene. 

lhe dead girl, who was hit in the 
chest, was identified as Ishu Al 
Basch. Her nine-year-old sister, 
shot in the face, "was in serious 
condition, hospital officials said. 

lhe incident appeared likely to 
arouse fresh controversy over the 
use of arms by Israeli .settlers in 
the territories. 

Many settlers receive army- 
issued guns for protection and are 
empowered, after first firing war- 
ning shots into the air. to shoot in 
“self-defence if in mortal danger.'* 

Israel Television, reporting 
from an army blockade in the 
West Bank, said soldierx were sto- 
pping cars bearing Israeli licence 
plates in search of two suspects. 

Eyewitnesses told the army the 
attackers appeared to be settlers. 
One was wearing an Israeli army 
uniform when he stepped out of 
the car and fired his Uzi machine 
pistol, according to the television 
report. 

lhe shooting happened hours 
after Jewish settlers ended an 
1 1-day sit-in. saying they had suc- 
ceeded in underlining their dem- 
ands that the government take 
tougher measures to protect them 
from Palestinian attackers. 

Ihe protesters had been squ- 
atting at the tomb of the Biblical 
Patriarch Joseph in Nablus since a 
Jewish settler was attacked with 
an axe nearby. They have been

Israel radio said they could have 
been planted by Jewish extremists 
who are also suspected to setting 
fire to a baptist chapel and wre- 
cking Christian missionary offices 
last year.

Iraq sinks 6 more ships 
in Gulf, repeats warning 


BAGHDAD iRj — Iraq said 
lliursday it had sunk six more 
ships at the northern end of the 
Gulf, and repealed its warning to 
all vessels to stay out of areas it has 
designated war zones. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said air force and naval units had 
destroyed six "enemy naval tar- 
gets". He did not identify the ves- 
sels, but Iraq considers any ship 
including non-Iranian mer- 
chantmen venturing into the war 
zones as an enemy vessel .In Ath- 
ens a spokesman for the Str- 
avelakis shipping company said a 
Greek ship, the lo,23<t-ian lap- 
etos, was hit Thursday about 3* » 
miles from Bandar Khomeini, by a 
missile fired a plane.

NATO urges East bloc 
to enter ‘open dialogue’ 


BRUSSELS t Agencies) — Atl- 
antic alliance foreign ministers, 
proclaiming their cohesion and 
solidarity, urged the Soviet Union 
and its allies Friday to join in an 
“open, comprehensive political 
dialogue." 

In a “Brussels Declaration" iss- 
ued after a Lwo-day meeting, the 
16 NA TO ministers called for an 
early resumption of the suspended 
U.S.-Soviet talks in Geneva on 
nuclear disarmament. 

Moscow Thursday allowed sup- 
erpower talks on strategic nuclear 
arms iKTART) to recess without 
agreei ng to a resumption date, two 
weeks after walking out of the 
negotiations on medium-range 
missiles. 

The NATO ministers, with 
Greece, Denmark and Spain dis- 
senting, reaffirmed that dep- 
loyment of U.S. cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles in Western 
Europe would go ahead on sch- 
edule because the Geneva talks 
had achieved no concrete results. 

The declaration said the min- 
isters would use (he forthcoming 
Stockholm conference on red- 
ucing the risk of accidental war in 
Europe to broaden the dialogue 
with the East. 

Meanwhile, the chief U.S. neg- 
otiator at START in Geneva, said 


the United States regrets Soviet 
failure to set a dale for the res- 
umption ot those talks. 

In a press statement issued Ihu- 
rsday in Geneva. Edward Kowny 
said that: 

— Die United States cannot 
agree with the Soviei Unions 
claim that it cannot set a res- 
umption date for the ST A RT talks 
because of developments outside 
the framework of those talks. 

— The United Slates has made a 
reasonable proposal in START 
and has demonstrated flexibility 
by modifying its position to acc- 
ommodate concerns expressed by 
the Soviets. 

— The United States is prepared 
lo continue to negotiate in this 
manner to reach a mutually acc- 
eptable agreement.

Drawn up by the London-based 
Islamic Council, it will be pre- 
sented for study to an int- 
ernational conference on Islam 
opening here Saturday. Council 
Secretary General Salem Azzam 
told a press conference. 

Although more than 4u cou- 
ntries consider themselves Muslim 
states almost none have con- 
stitutions that charL a rigorous Isl- 
amic path for all facets of national 
iite.

18 Syrians among 20 
dead in Bekaa Valley 


BEIRUT <K) — A landslide cau- 
sed by a leaking water tank killed 
at least 2d people, including IX 
Syrians, in eastern Lebanon lhu- 
rsday. security sources said. 

Fifteen people were still missing 
late Thursday as rescue workers 
moved mud and the rubble of 
about 2n houses in the village of 
Bar Elias in the Syrian-occupied 
eastern Bckua Valley. 

Security sources and local res- 
idents said an old water tank, 
about Hi metres wide by in met- 
res long on a hillside above the 
village, started leaking during the 
night. 

Part of ihe hill broke away bef- 
ore dawn, sliding down on the vil- 
lage. crushing houses and killing 
people while they slept. 


Syrian soldiers. Lebanese Red 
Cross and Palestinian Red Cre- 
scent workers joined local res- 
cuers in attempts to clear the mud 
and debris in the hopes of finding 
more survivors. 

I'he lank, which supplied dri- 
nking water for the area, stood at 
the edge of a cemetery about 25 
metres above the village of cement 
block houses straggling along the 
main Beirut- Damascus highway.

Israelis give lessons in how to 
make enemies in south Lebanon

>OL I'HERN LEBANON -• I'he 
Israeli officer scans the cou- 
ntryside. half expecting an amb- 
ush. It could come from Muslim 
extremists, from the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation or per- 
haps - from one of the growing 
number of south Lebanese with 
unformulaied but dangerous gru- 
dges against the Israelis. " This 
place is a quagmire." says the off- 
icer. his machincgun uncocked. 
" If you can think of a way out. tell 
us. V\ e'd like to know." 

I'he nervousness is infectious 
among the Israeli soldiers occ- 
upying the area of Lebanon south 
of the Awali River. “With these 
suicide merchants around, who 
needs to take chances?" the off- 
icer yells as we drive at suicide 
speed on the pined roads. We 
crush imoyeL another pothole and 
he adds: “ The guy who wants to 
shake your hand could be a crazy 
with a grenade who wants to go to 
heaven." 

His feelings are shared by most 
Israeli soldiers. The army has ret- 
reated into heavily fortified 
camps. Each is protected by mas- 
sive earthworks and jumbles of 
concrete blocks meant to deter 
suicide atiacks by Shi'ite ext- 
remists. Few soldiers risk patrols. 


preferring to delegate to pro- 
Israeli militias. I'he" army of occ- 
upation is now an army under 
siege. 

Faced with a spectacular decline 
in popular support among the 
south Lebanese, and knowing 
that the Ansar prison camp was 
being cited as an illustration of 
Israeli cruelty, the government in 
occupied Jerusalem over-ruled 
the advice of its military and freed 
the camp's 4.5ou Palestinian inm- 
ates. 

The decision was simply the lat- 
est twist in Israel's confused policy 
towards southern Lebanon: the 
army here is just hanging on. hop- 
ing that somehow the politicians 
will find a way to enable them to 
withdraw. 

Israeli precautions after last 
month's bombing of their Tyre 
headquarters underlined their 
unpopularity with the areas' 
75(MHKi inhabitants. By dem- 
anding permits for anyone cro- 
ssing ihe Awali bridge by car. the 
Israelis alienated even the neu- 
trals. People shuitle constantly to 
and from Beirut, the great mar- 
ketplace of Lebanon, and travel 
restrictioas. however useful to 
protect Israeli bases, were a 
public-relations disaster. 

The Israelis have made other 
costly errors. They tried, for exa- 


mple. to use Major Haddad's 
Christian 5hi’iie militia as the core 
of a new force that would be able 
to combine with a rejuvenated 
Lebanese army while remaining 
loyal to Israel. Belatedly, Israei 
realised that Haddad is too unp- 
opular to command such loyalty 
and is trying now to encourage the 
formation of village militias. 

However, there is mounting 
resentment over these Israeli- 
backed forces, most of which are 
little more than gangs of pro- 
fessional thuas. 

I'he Israelis are struggling, also, 
with the problem posed by the 
ihfite clergy. Amal. the political 
shP iie movement that wants a uni- 
ted Lebanon and is as worried as 
Israel by the rise of Islamic fun- 
damentalism. is being forced to 
adopt similarly militant attitudes 
to match those of the clergy. 

Many Amal activists, feel that 
Israel wants to partition the cou- 
ntry. making the south an eco- 
nomic satellite of Israel. 

vl ode rates are unnerved by the 
rise of the radical bhfiies. who say 
that anyone who cooperates with 
Israel is as much their enemy as 
Israeli soldiers. Several pro- Israeli 
militia leaders have been killed in 
the past month and those that sur- 
vive are now hiring extra bod- 
yguards. Ihe Sunday limes. 


v .reek captain says delayed action 
missile sank ship but saved crew 


1'OKVOi R) • The captain of a 
Greek freighter sunk in the Gulf 
by an Iraqi missile on Nov. 2 1 . was 
quoted as telling a Japanese cor- 
respondent that a 1 5- minute delay 
in the rockets explosion saved his 
crew. 

C apt. Christos J a r - 
ridomichalalds said in an int- 
erview in Athens with a cor- 
respondent of the mass circulation 
Mainichi Shimbun the L2.55(Mon 
Antigone was 4X kilometres south 
of the Iranian port of Bushire 
when it was hiL 

The ship was sailing from Bus- 
hire to the oil centre of Bandar 
Khomeini, carrying a cargo of 
Japanese steel. 

Officials of Lloyds Intelligence 
in London said Lhe rocket was a 


French-built Exocet missile. 

Capi. Sarridomichalakis was 
quoted as saying the missile app- 
roached the port side bow of the 
ship at a level of between one 
and two metres above the surface 
of the water, trailing smoke. 

It hit a hold near the ships stem, 
making a hole about 1.5 metres in 
diameter after suddenly changing 
its course when it approached the 
ship, but did not explode imm- 
ediately. he said. 

As the freighter began taking 
water, the 1 6 crew and four others 
who boarded in Bushire took to 
lifeboats. 

When Lfcy were about 5 <ki met- 
res away the ship was rocked by a 
big explosion, broke into two and 
sank. Capt. Sarridomichaiakis 


said. 

The crew were rescued by the 
Iranian navy and later repatriated 
to Athens after being interviewed 
by Iranian authorities. 

The Mainichi correspondent 
said it was not clear whether the 
missile had been fired from a 
fixed-wing fighter place or a hel- 
icopter. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein was quoted as saying on Dec.- 
1 that Iraq had not yet used newly 
acquired French auper-Eiendard 
jets. 

The correspondent quoted 
Western military sources as saying 
the missile was probably a new 
type of Exocet with an ignition 
delaying device.

lhe 24 participants from Jordan. Lebanon. Egypt. Kuwait. Mor- 
occo. North Yemen and South Yemen also discussed a study on 
attitudes towards Western philosophical trends and heritage.

Al Ra’i: Israel’s intentions revealed 


ISRAEL HAS openly unveiled its aggressive intentions to attack the 
Palestinian convoy about to leave Tripoli and Palestine Liberation 
Organisation tPLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat personally. Israel's 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, in response to a call by ex-war 
minister Sharon, has declared that Israel is considering all means for 
action in such a situation. It is now clear that Israel is preparing for a 
terrorist operation aimed at Palestinian fighters leaving Tripoli. 
What is more crucial is that Shamir's announcement has been linked, 
through a broadcast on Israel Radio with reference to the coo- 
peration between Israel and the U.S. in all instances of political 
consequence, which suggests that there is some common und- 
erstanding between the two sides on the current issue. 

It is imperative that the U.S. should be warned firmly that it would 
be committing the crime of the age if it gets involved in Shamir’s 
schemes. Such a stance would definitely turn the U.S. from a sup- 
erpower into a terrorist force, and this would spark a new round of 
violence that would be impossible to control, either in scope or range. 
Hence, the U.S. administration is called upon to avow before the 
whole world that it will not geL involved in Israel s violence intentions 
against Palestinians leaving Tripoli, nor will it allow the Israelis to 
carry out its criminal intentions. Moreover, the Soviet Union as well 
as Italy are invited to respond positively to the PLO request to give 
the protection which France and Greece have promised. However, it 
is a pity that the Palestinian revolution must resort to non-Arab 
protection, which will always be a dark spot in modern Arab history. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Far-reaching implications 

»' NEW EXAMPLES of the implications of the Israeli- American aJJ- 
iance are being revealed day after day. and it has become quite 
!; obvious that the recent development in the relationship between the 
l' two parties has ruled oul any neutral mediating role by Washington 
in the region, and has classified the American role in ithe region as 
■ : being aligned to Zionist interests. The joint U.S.-Israeli military role 
: in Lebanon is evidence of Washington's preference for the military 
•' . option in dealing with the Arabs so as to safeguard Israel’s security, 
j The U.S. thus equates protecting Israel's security as being syn- 
onymous with subjecting the Arabs to a region of American terror. 

Hie reinforced alliance between the two is also quite manifest in 
the increasing American support for Israel’s policies in the occupied 
; Arab territories. Israel’s plans to Judaise the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip seem to find a positive response in Washington, and leading 
> figures in the Israeli administration are now holding consultations in 
•r the U.S. on how to further implement Israel's plans for the ter- 
riiories. The increasing U.S. involvement in Israel’s schemes in the 
-I region contradicts every alleged peace effort which the U.S. has 
assigned itself. Such involvement also contradicts the basic rights of 
the Palestinians as well as harming the interests of other Arab parties, 
including Jordan, which historically has enjoyed close links with the 
Palestinians. The increasing American involvement in the service of 
• Zionist ends shows that the Zionists have a big role in directing White 
House decisions, particularly in the present epoch.

Al Ra’i: Resistance will continue 


THE BOMB attack on the Israeli bus in Jerusalem by the Palestinian 
; resistance within the occupied Arab lands has been of major sig- 
nificance. It indicated that the resistance is developing its methods 
and using bombs instead of rocks and stones. For the Israelis it means 
that they will never be safe as long as they occupy Arab lands and 
! property. The Israelis should not expect the Arab inhabitants to 
succumb to oppression for they will continue to rise against the 
invaders- and the oppressors. 

; Needless to say the Israelis will also escalate their arbitrary mea- 
sures in retaliation against the Arab attacks. Following Monda/s 
- attack, the Israelis have prevented all West Bank inhabitants from 
" crossing the bridges into the East Bank, and probably will impose 
other measures on the Arab population under their rule. But the 
resistance activities will continue as long as the Israelis are bent 
on terrorising the Arabs, confiscating their lands and establishing 
Jewish settlements on them and as long as the Palestinians are denied 
their right to self-determination in their homeland. 

Al Dus tour: Europeans speak out 

WASHINGTON’S ADOPTION of IsraeP & Middle East policies has 
started to embarrass America's partners in the multinational force 
stationed in Lebanon. The recent U.S.-Israeli alliance has caused 
; ■ voices to be raised within the European nations that take part in the 
force at a government, public and parliamentary level. 

The multinational force, which came to Lebanon last summer as a 
: peace-keeping force, is now being transformed into a force to protect 

• U .S. and Israeli interests. The involvement of the multinational force 

* in fighting Lebanese militias has changed the force's objective and 
nature. The European nations do not want to place their troops in 
Lebanon at the service of the ILS.-Israeli alliance and so help create 
and international polarisation in the region and endanger world 
peace. European public opinion is bound to force the governments’ 
to change their stand and to pull out their forces from the region . This 
will of course leave the U.S. forces as an occupying power and a tool 
in the hands of the Israelis. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Time to respond 

V ’ THE ARABS are most certainly disillusioned and have lost all 
;. confidence in the United States and its claimed desire to want to help 
to achieve peace. They are witnessing an alliance that is threatening 
their future and their existence. There must be a comprehensive 
re-examination of Arab relations with U.S. in the light of its new 
• . strategic alliance with Israel. There must be a total reconsideration of 
the American role in the Arab-Israeli conflict. The Arabs must 
realise that Washington's peace mediator's role has now collapsed 
‘ and they must see the truth about the Americans and deal with them 
•••■’ accordingly. 

' The only way to respond to America's position is by ending all 
: l • inter-Arab differences and that have distracted our attention and 
; ■ . sapped our resources and efforts. We must change the pattern of our 
dealings with America and, no less important, the pattern of dealings 
among ourselves.

Americans bother when they 


SAN FRANCISCO — rhe big 
news during the Thanksgiving 
week toward the end of Nov- 
ember in the U.S. was not Leb- 
anon or Nicaragua, but a TV 
film called “The Day After." 
Controversy marked the film 
weeks before it went on the air. 
The film shows the devastation 
brought to a small American 
city the day after a nearby big 
city has been totally destroyed 
by a nuclear attack. Con- 
servatives attacked the film as 
weakening the public's faith in 
a strong defence. Liberals def- 
ended the film as telling the 
reality of nuclear war to the 
American people. 

What does the controversy 
signify, and why should a TV 
film be of any importance to 
Americans or to people els- 
ewhere in the world? What dif- 
ference does it make to the 
people of Tripoli or the Bekaa 
or Beirut that Americans who 


have never experienced mod- 
em war on their own soil sho- 
uld sec a film land not exp- 
erience the reality i about nuc- 
lear war? 

First, people in other cou- 
ntries might note that in the 
U.S.. Western Europe, and 
(understandably] Japan, nuc- 
lear war is considered som- 
ething special, different. In 
\\ orld War 11. 55 million peo- 
ple were killed. In wars since 
Iy45. civil and international, 
some 35 million people died, 
rhe first two atom bombs kil- 
led somewhat under ln(».(nm 
people or two per cent of all the 
people killed in W orld War II. 
.Clearly if World War III were 
to break out. some 55 million 
people would probably be kil- 
led instantly in the U.S. alone 
i and in W esiern Europe. 
Japan, or anywhere else;. No 
doubt that nuclear weapons if 
widely applied could annihilate 


most of the human race. 

But u is also clear that in the 
U.S.and W estern Europe and 
in the Soviet Union as well, the 
prevention of nuclear war has 
become ihe number I foreign 
policy priority. The fact that 
the most conservative of the 
three TV networks in the U.S. 
put on the film indicates that 
the producers felt they were in 
agreement with a broad public 
mood in the U.S. 

That does not mean some 
kind of arms con trol agreement 
with the Soviet Union is ine- 
vitable. but it does mean the 
chances for such an agreement 
remain good, despite the dep- 
loyment of cruise and Pershing 
missiles in Western Europe. 

But there is a shadow side to 
the film episode. There has 
been little publicity on Tripoli, 
rherc is little on the bombings 
of the Bekaa. And last year, 
while there was a lot of pub- 


licity over the bombing of Bei- 
rut. the main reason was that 
the Israelis were doing it. It was 
like an Israeli version of the 
American bombings in Vie- 
tnam. The shadow is the sense 
that while Americans have 
become pacifists in regard to 
nuclear war. they arc definitely 
not pacifists in regard to other 
kinds of war. In fact, as our Pac- 
ific News Service cor- 
respondents in Lawrence. 
Kansas (where the film “The 
Day After” was made] dis- 
covered. people there were as 
strongly in favour of the U.S. 
invasion of Grenada as they- 
were strongly for arms control 
agreements. 

A foreigner would say: 
Americans are shrewd and sel- 
fish. They clearly do not want 
wars that can destroy’ the- 
mselves. But wars that kill 
other people do not matter so 
long as the U.S. is not affected. 



And if it should be. then better 
the U.S. win fast, as in Gre- 
nada. with little damage and 
loss of life to Americans. 

A weary and wise foreigner 
might note that all people at aB 
times have been this way.

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‘African Princess’ knocks out the press 


LONDON — Idi Amin, former 
■President of Uganda, now in exile 
m Jeddah, has contacted friends in 
London for a copy of the book 
“African Princess'* by Elizabeth 
of Two (published by Hamish 
Hamilton, 57 Long Acre, London 
WC2, price £9.y5j. Princess Eli- 
zabeth was appointed Idi Amin's 
foreign minister in February 1974. 
1 The penetrating-eyed beauty was 
weU-known to diplomats in the 
Gulf States, both daring her time 
as ex- President Amin's roving 
ambassador and her period as his 
exotic foreign secretary. 

: Jama Oris, Information Min- 
ister of Uganda during the Amin 
regime, always spoke warmly of 
ter on visits he made with Pre- 
sident Amin to Abu Dhabi. Oris 
defended Elizabeth against the 
sensational charges made by Idi 
Amin who when seeking her sac- 
king. announced on Uganda TV 
that she had made love to a white 
man in a toilet at Orly Airport. Idi 
Amin also staled that Elizabeth 
had her picture taken nude for the 
German magazine “Das Bild". 

When Elizabeth was finally sac- 
ked for these alleged “offences" 
Juma Oris broke down and cried. 
Now comes an object lesson for 
many Arabs, including some Arab 
ministers and businessmen who 
feel they have been libelled in the 
Western press. 

when Princess Elizabeth eve- 
ntually settled down in exile in 
London she decided to sue a num- 
ber of British papers. This was an 
unusual step for a foreigner. Most 
Arabs as well as Africans accept 
the most incredible gossip and feel 
it undignified even to reply — let 
alone reach for the law. Bul Pri- 
ncess Elizabeth,, on the other 
hand, acted. The libel actions she 
brought were to take several years 
to follow through. 


Princess Elizabeth describes in 
her book how Nigerian Chief Eke, 
donated the £1,UUU or so that was 
necessary to brief council and set 
the libel actions in motion. As a 
lawyer herself she understood well 
enough how her case should be 
conducted. The British new- 
spapers in Britain which she sued 
were the Sunday Telegraph,' 
Newsof the World, Daily Express, 
Daily Mail, Daily Mirror, Evening 
News, and Sun, The Sunday Tel- 
egraph had alleged that Elizabeth 
was expecting a baby, and the 
other newspapers had all repeated 
Idi Amin's allegations, more than 
once. 

“Head of state ’ 1 claim 

The newspapers claimed in 
their defence that they had only 
been reporting what a head of 
state had said, and that it was in 
the public interest to do so. but 
Elizabeth-proved successfully that 
the press had a responsibility not 
to repeat unnecessarily such wild 
allegations. In Lhe case of the Orly 
Airport accusation by Idi AraiD, 
officials at the airport had dis- 
closed as eariy as 1V>?4 that such 
an accusation was wholly false. 
Elizatbeth had made only two 
stops at Orly, both of about fifteen 
minutes' duration, and on each 
occasion was surrounded all the 
time by delegates, security men 
and other officials, who pro- 
nounced that she “could not have, 
even if she wanted to have taken 
part in the slightest ext- 
ravagance.” 

Sir Peter Rawlinson pointed out 
while conducting the case against 
the German magazine Der Spiegel 
and iLs U.K. distributors, that the 
nude photographs purporting to 
be of Elizabth were particularly 


damaging to her asa royal princess 
and a symbol of morality in her 
own country, and as a member of 
the Bar. All the allegations were 
found to be entirely without fou- 
ndation, and apologies were to be 
printed in all the newspapers, as 
well as statements to the effect 
being made in open court. 

Every single libel action Eli- 
zabeth undertook was to be set- 
tled out of court, including those 
against Das Biid. Der Spiegel 
and Stem in West Germany 
(which were handled brilliantly by 
Dr. Serifft}. The actions against 
the French magazines Paris Match 
and France-Soir and the Italian 
J’Espresso and Correiere della 
Sera were successfully conducted 
in England by David Natali and 
John Farr of Herbert Smith it Co. 
They also conducted the action in 
Italy against Italian Playboy. 

Princess Elizabeth was to rec- 
eive a large overall settlement 
t which was of coarse tax-free), 
amounting in the United Kingdom 
alone to over £50,UUl>. She was 
also indemnified against all iegal 
costs. The German publications 
paid over DM23,(H)0. Large amo- 
unts were paid by the French and 
Italian ones. 

Ex-presodent Amin now freely 
admits that his allegations of Eli- 
zabeth's sexual athletics at Orly 
Airport were clearly invented by 
some who wanted to get even with 
Elizabeth. “After all, remember I 
offered her job back." he says. 

He could have sent her to Luz- 
ira, Naguru or Makindye, the 
three most infamous jails in the 
country. 

One would suppose that after 
the Princess Elizabeth case the 
Western press would be careful 
not to irresponsibly reprint wild 
allegations. This however, as 
many Arabs in Saudi Arabia and

Kedec 
president, and ambassadors of 
some European countries. 

vlr. Farsi, himself an art lover 
and collector of rare paintings and 
art works, highly appreciated this 
collection of a former Belgian 
ambassador, which after his death, 
was inherited by his family. 

“Many of the pieces belong to 
the 12th. 15th. 16th. 1 Sth and 
I yth century and ail have cer- 
tificates.” said the French org- 
aniser Reger Fernand Galliano, 
who is an expert on Islamic An. 

The pieces arc the works of an- 
ists from Iran. India. Egypt. Syria. 
Morocco and Afghanistan and inc- 
lude motifs of animals, flowers 


and natural scenery on metal and 
ceramic work. 

“ Hie collection proves how 
much the Islamic art and science 
were developed in those cou- 
ntries. when the kings and emp-. 
erors in Europe were wasting time 
in small wars and had not learned 
from the Roman empire.” Mr. 
Galliano said.

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McEnroe crashes to Wilander 


Heinzer wins Woiid Cup downhill race 


6 nations interested in America’s Cup 


MELBOURNE (R) — Sweden’s Mats Wilander 
swept aside Wimbledon Champion John McEnroe 
to reach the final of the Australian Open Tennis 
Championships here on Friday — and issued a tim- 
ely warning to Davis Cup finalists Australia in the 
process. 


Third-seeded W'iJander hit back 
to dismiss the American, seeded 
iecond, 4-6. 6-3, 6-4. 6-3 to reach 
■iis second Grand Slam final in 
which he will meet top-seeded 
Czechoslovak Ivan Lendl, who 
’■>eat American Tim Mayotte 6-1. 
7-6. 6-3, on Sunday. 

Lendl has never won a Grand 
Slam title, and could find himself 
denied again if Wilander can rec- 
apture the brilliant form which 
carried him to Friday's semifinal 
victory. 

The pair have met six limes — 
though never on grass — and sha- 
red victories three each. 

Wilander s display will also 
have set alarm bells ringing in 
Australia. The 19-year-old for- 


mer French Open Champion and 
youngest player ever to win a 
Grand Siam title is due to lead 
Sweden against the Australians in 
the Davis Cup final in little over 
two weeks. 

McEnroe played with his right 
knee lightly taped after straining it 
in practice on Thursday but said 
he could not blame it for his per- 
formance. which he described as 
"shocking''. 

Both players broke service in 
the opening games of the first set 
but it was McEnroe who stole the 
edge with his fine touch. 

But the young Swede took con- 
trol of the match in the second set 
although he rarely ventured to the 
net. His accurate passing shots 


beat McEnroe time and again as 
the American rushed in behind his 
serves. 

Wilander said: "In the first set 
he returned pretty well and then 
he started to miss his approach 
shots on the backhand, made a few 

double faults and didn’ t serve very 
well." He added that the win— his 
third in four meetings with McE- 
nroe — was one of the most sat- 
isfying of his career. He now 
stands to collect 60U.tN.Hi Aus- 
tralian dollars if he wins on Sun- 
day. 

The Swede does not intend to 
play next week's New ' South 
Wales open. *‘I have already pla- 
yed six matches here and I think I 
might be tired for the Davis Cup," 
he said. 

"Also it is not very good bec- 
ause I might lose to one of the 
Australians and that would iiot be 
good for Qiy confidence." 

Some would say American 
Kathy Jordan should not bother 
turning up for Saturday' s women’ s 


singles final. 

For Jordan becomes the latest 
player to try and halt compatriot 
Martina Navratilova’s relentless 
sweep of this year’s tennis hon- 
ours. But she is more likely to go 
the way of ail the others — like 
Jambs to the slaughter. 

Victory for CzadhosJovak-born 
world number one Navratilova 
would secure the third leg of the 
Grand Slam. She already holds the 
Wimbledon and U.S. Open titles 
but lost to another American. 
Kathy Horvath, in the fourth 
round of the French Cha- 
mpionships in June — her only 
defeat in X6 matches this year. 

Navratilova has dropped just 
one set in these championships, to 
Britain's Jo Dune in the quarter- 
final. the first she had lost since 
August. Little wonder that few 
give Jordan — she has lost all nine 
previous matches against Nav- 
ratilova — much of a chance. The 
last time the pair met. Jordan won 
just one game.

Arab states to export cement by ’85 

DOHA (OPECNA) — At least 5 Arab countries should be 
exporting client b Y 1985. The secretary general of the Arab 
Cement ana Construction Materials Union, Mr. Sadoun A1 Kas- 
sab, said until last year, ail Arab states except Lebanon and 
Morocco had lo import cement. But by the end of this year, a 
number of Arab countries would have met local consumption 
needs and be ready to start selling abroad, he said. Among pot- 
ential exporters are Iraq, Jordan and Syria. The cement union was 
es t a blished in 1977 with 19 Arab stales as members. 

U.S. extends credit to Nigeria 

LAGOS I OPECNA) — The United States has extended a' 
5173.66 million credit to Nigeria for grain purchases. The credit 
would be evenly divided between government and individual 
importers. Earlier, Borao state government secretary Mr. Moh- 
ammad Yabni called for American assistance for drought- 
affected farmers in the state. He said the drought had already led 
to the migration of fanners to neighbouring countries. 

Japan to boost oil imports 

TOKVO iR) — Oman and Abu Dhabi have asked Japanese 
importers to increase their purchases of oil from the two cou- 
ntries. Japanese oil traders said Thursday. The importers will start 
negotiations soon with the two Gulf states on renewing direct deal 
import contracts due to expire this month, they said. Japan is 
currently importing between 150.000 and 170.000 barrels a day 
ib-'dj of crude from Oman, and about 2UU.000 bAJ from Abu 
Dhabi, they added. 

IBM increases stake in Rolm 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — International Business Machines 
Corp. again increased its holdings of Koim Corp. common stock. 
IBM now holds 19.13 per cent of Rolrn’s 26 million common 
shares outstanding, according to a filing with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, up from 17.7 per cent in September and 
15 per cent before that. It has said it won’t acquire more than 30 
per cent of Rolm. In its filing, IBM said it holds 4.982,482 Rolm 
common shares, including 4 13,100 purchased'from Sept. 30 thr- 
ough Nov. 25 at prices ranging from $53.67 to $63 a snare on the 
Open market. Rolm. Santa Clara, Calif., makes computer- 
controlled telephone switching systems that can handle voice aod 
data messages- 

Reagan to press for IDA aid cutting 

WASHINGTON t R 1 — President Reagan has decided to press 
for a cut in the U.S. contribution to the International Dev- 
elopment Association (IDA), the World Bank affiliate which 
helps the poorest countries. White House officials said Thursday. 
The decision follows a review of the agency's programme to 
provide essentially interest-free loans to the most economically 
desperate countries. The United States is the largest donor to 
IDA. 

S. Korea passes S13.05b budget 

SEOUL t Agencies) — South Korea's national assembly passed 
the equivalent of a 513-U5 billion budget for 1984 that shows a 
S728.5 million surplus. The surplus is South Korea’s first since its 
independence in 1 948. The budget, which takes effect Jan. 1, was 
approved by an assembly vote of 149-112 and was U.3 per cent 
less than the SI 3.08 billion the administration requested. The 
budget calls for 513.77 billion in revenue, up 5.3 per cent from 
this year. The surplus is intended for partial repayment of gov- 
ernment debts, the government said.

Mr. Albert Wojnilower, chief 
economist for First Boston Cor- 
poration. predicted gradually ris- 
ing interest rates, which he said 
would not affect the U.S. recovery 
at this stage. 

“But the rates are not irrelevant 
on the external side. For the rest of 
the world, they are enormously 
and crushingjy high,” he told a 
group of U.S. financial executives. 

Both Mr. Wojnilower and Mr. 
Wilson predicted increases in U.S. 
inflation for next year, attributing 
Lhe rise in part to the strength of 
the American economic recovery. 

Mr. Wilson projected a U.S. inf- 
lation rate average of 5 per cent in 
1984, up from an expected rate of 
4.3 per cent this year. 

He pegged the global inflation 
rate at 1 1.5 per cent for 1984. 

Fhe two bank economists also 
predicted that the U.S. dollar 
would remain strong against other 
currencies. Mr. Wilson said he 
expected the dollar to drop only 5 
to 10 per cent against the Japanese . 
yen and the^West German mark 
by the end of 1984. 

Chase Manhattan Bank Cha- 
irman Willard Butcher, in an add- 


ress to a separate business group, 
also cited U.S. budget deficits as a 
major cause of high interest rates 
and an overvalued dollar. 

He urged spending cuts to red- 
uce deficits. 

Mr. Wilson said the world eco- 
nomy would have to grow by at 
•least 3 per cent a year between 
1984 and 199U lo keep the int- 
ernational debt problem in check. 

He said even with such a growth 
rate, the total foreign debt burden 
for major Latin American bor- 
rowers would rise from S6DU bil- 
lion in 1984 to $9lKi billion by 
1990. ' 

However. U.S. treasury und- 
ersecretary for monetary affairs 
Mr. Beryl Sprinkel says he expects 
further progress in reducing large 
federal budget deficits and in cut- 
ting interest rates in the United 
States next year. 

Continuing economic recovery 
in 1984 will increase government 
tax revenues and reduce treasury 
spending needs, thus cutting the 
amount the government needs to 
borrow and reducing upward pre- 
ssure on interest rates, he told 
Reuters in an interview. 


Australia floats dollar 


SYDNEY (R) — The Australian 
dollar will be allowed to float to 
combat large-scale speculation 
against the currency. Federal Tre- 
asurer Paul Keating said Friday. 

Mr. Keating’s announcement 
that the dollar would be allowed to 
find hs own level on world cur- 
rency markets followed intense 
speculation by dealers who said it 
was undervalued. 

Australia's central bank sus- 
pended all foreign exchange dea- 
lings Friday morning, heightening 
rumours that the Labour gov- 
ernment was preparing to take act- 
ion. 

Dealers said they expected the' 
dollar to settle around 93 U.S. 


cents. 

It was officially fixed at 90.25 
cents Thursday, up from 90.46 on 
Wednesday. 

A few days after wincing the 
general election in March, the 
government of Prime Minister 
Bob Hawke devalued the dollar 
by 10 per cent unemployment is 
still running at 10 per cent. 

The central bank stepped in to 
block currency dealing? after an 
estimated 1.5 billion Australian 
dollars worth of speculative 
money had flowed into the cou- 
ntry during the past week. 

Mr. Keating said the decision to

3n. identified as the lea- 
der of a three-man North Korean 
assassination squad, and L'apt. 
Kang vlin Chul. 2s. to die for the 
Oct. Jo bomb attack. 

Hie third member ol the team. 
Capt. ain Kli L hoi. was killed after 
the attack, made during a state 
visit to Burma by south Korean 
President L'hun Do o Hwan. 
Forty-six people were injured in 
the bombing. 

The court said that evidence 
showed that the team had been 


ordered to kill President Chun and 
his delegation by North Korean 
Lien. Kang Chang !su when the 
^outh Korean party went to pay 
their respects at Kanyoon's mar- 
tyrs’ mausoleum. 

Che court said that the three arr- 
ived in Burma by ship from North 
Korea and stayed in a North Kor- 
ean diplomat's house in Rangoon 
until the attack. 

They installed two clayumore 
mines and an incendiary bomb in 
the ceiling of the mausoleum and 
Maj. Mo detonated the devices by 


remote control us the iouth Kor- 
ean delegation entered, the court 
said. 

Bui President Chun had been 
delayed by trattic and escaped 
death by minutes. He immediately 
cancelled the rest of a six-nation 
tour of the Asia-Pacific region and 
returned home. 

On Nov. 4. after conducting its 
cr--n investigation into the attack. 
Burma severed diplomatic rel- 
ations with North Korea saying 
that there was evidence that the 
bombing was the work of agents, 
sent hv Pyongyang. 

ITie North Korean government 
of President Kim Il-Sung. imp- 
lacable enemy of south Korean 
governments since the partition ol 
Korea afLer V’ orld M ar II. has 
denied any involvement in the 


bombing. 

south Korea has repeatedly

U.s. space agency officials said 
Washington did not seek Mos- 
cow\ permission for Columbia to 
cross Sakhalin Island, the Sea of 
Okhotsk and the Kamchatka Pen- 
insula • all militarily sensitive 
areas for the Soviet Union. 

But they added that the shuttle 
was Hying at about I III kilometres 
above the earth, far higher than 
ordinary aircraft, at a speed of 
ZV.tHHt kilometres an hour. 

Columbia's six -man crew ach- 
ieved a scientific extravaganza 


during their In days in space a 
shuttle record with experiments 
involving Lhe European space 
agency’s billion dollar spacelab as 
well as U.S. equipment. 

However, they were kepi in 
orbit almost eight hours longer 
than planned after two of five 
computers and one of three ide- 
ntical navigation instruments fai- 
led. 

if Columbia had landed earlier.’ 
as planned, it would have flown 
over the Pacific, cast ol all land. 

Instead, after firing iLs rocket 
engines over the Indian Ocean to 
take it out of orbit, the craft fol- 
lowed a track over Kampuchea. 
Vietnam. China. North Korea and 
Lhe Eastern Soviet Union. 

Asked whether Columbia could 
have operated over Soviet ter- 
ritory as a reconnaissance craft, 
the space agency officials said 
.satellites already orbiting the 
earth could take far better pho- 
tographs than any the shuttle 
could have obiained.

As well as the flight deck 
computer, the airliner also carried 
other navigational systems. Bui 
lhe CBC quoted an ICAO official

Ihe Soviet Union charged that 
the Korean plane w.ax on a spy 
mission and said it must 
intentionally have entered Soviet 
airspace over the sensitive, 
military strategic island because 
no well-trained crew have made 
such a colossal navigational error. 

Ihe ICAO report said such a 
mistake was noi only possible, but 
in this case was even likely, the 
CBC said. 

vlr. Lambert visited Moscow 
last month to gather information 
on the case and a five-member 
team of ICAO specialists visited 
Japan. South Korea and the 
United Slates as pan of the 
agency’s inquiry. 

The Soviet Union, which 
opposed ihe ICAO probe, has 
conducted its own inquiry inio the 
matter but has not released 
details. 


2 air crashes in 10 days 
cause outrage in Spain 


MADRID iR} • ■ Spanish aut- 
horities faced growing criticism 
Friday over safety standards at 
Madrid's Barajas airport fol- 
lowing two air accidents in todays 
in which 274 people were killed. 

Ihe row erupted after two Spa- 
nish airliners, an Aviuco Airlines 
DC- 1 / and an Iberia Airlines Boe- 
ing 727. collided on a foggy Bar- 
ajas runway on Wendsday. Acc- 
ording to the latest official figures. 
93 people were killed and 42 sur- 
vived. 

Leaders of the country’s pilots 
and air controllers associations 
both pointed to inadequate run- 
way signalling and other technical 
deficiencies as possible factors in 
the crash. 

I he disaster came only lb days 
after a Boeing 747 of the Col- 
ombian airline Avianca crashed 
on iLs approach to the airport, kil- 
ling IS) of the 193 people on 
board. 

But Transport Minister Enrique 
Baron insisted the airport was 
safe. He told reporters the existing 
signalling system complied with 
international regulations. 

“ Up to now there has been not 
one complaint.* On Lhe contrary. 


the installation has been praised.” 
he said. 

Officials said visibility at the 
time of Wednesday s crash was 
31 H l metres. Pilots said the Aviaco 
plane turned on lo a runway on 
which no-entry sign was app- 
arently unclear in the fog. 

Leaders of the Spanish piloLs 
union tSEPLAl told a press con- 
ference that there was no standard 
published document which dearly 
explained the system of runway 
signalling and marking. 

Piloi Raul Tori, writing in the 
daily bl Pais, said signalling must 
be improved and- ground-based 
radar installed before Barajas 
could be considered safe. 

Air traffic controllers' ass- 
ociation President Mariano Her- 
nandez also criticised signalling at 
Barajas: "It s not as though we're 
just pointing out these and other 
technical defidencies now. We've 
been pointing them out for years.” 

Ihe pilots' said that since 1977 
they had been urging the Barajas 
authorities to improve signalling 
and murking at a so-called “black 
spot" where the main runways 
interesecied and near where Fri- 
day's accident took place.

S TOCKHOL.vl r KJ •■ ■ The Soviet 
navy appears to have been ord- 
ered to keep its submarines out of 
Swedish waters in the past few 
weeks to avoid embarrassing 
Sweden before next month's Eur- 
opean disarmament conference, 
aocording to Western diplomats. 

A spokesman for the Swedish 
defence staff said the military had 
received fewer and fewer reports 
of suspected submarine sightings 
since October after what he des- 
cribed as a *• horrible summer” 
during which hundreds of sig- 
htings were reported. 


The Swedish government str- 
ongly protested to the Soviet 
Union last April against what it 
described as gross violations of 
Swedish territorial integrity by the 
Soviet navy. 

The most public incident inv- 
olving the Soviet Union occurred 
in November I9NI when a 
V' hiskey-class submarine got 
stuck on the rocks outside Swe- 
den's top-secret Kariskrona naval 
base. 

Moscow blamed a navigational 
error for the incident and a senior 
Soviet official said in Stockholm 


last September that the submarine 
captain responsible had been pun- 
ished. 

The defence staff spokesman 
said the last incident involving a 
suspected submarine intruder had 
occurred during military man- 
oeuvres near the Baltic island of 
(iotland at the end of September 
and beginning of October. 

Western diplomats in Sto- 
ckholm said they had been told by 
Swedish officials that there had 
been no serious suspicions about 
submarine intrusions for the last 
two months. 


Soviet dissident snubs U.S. president 


MOSCOW i Rj — A banished 
Soviet dissident who was died as a 
victim of injustice by President 
Reagan has sent him an open let- 
ter condemning his policies and 
rejecting his help. 

Oleg Radzinsky. a founder- 
member of an unoffidal Soviet 
peace group, told Mr. Reagan he 
had not been sentenced for fig- 
hting for peace but for “concrete 
deeds of a criminal nature” and 
forbade the president to speak oul 
in his defence. 

vlr. Radzinsky. 25. was sen- 
tenced to one year in jail and five 
years’ internal exile on charges of 
anti-Soviet agitation at a trial in 
.Moscow on Oct. 13. He had alr- 
eady been in detention for a year 
and began his period of internal 
exile at once. 

President Reagan subsequently 


cited his case as evidence Lhat the 
Soviet authorities were imp- 
risoning people who were cam- 
paigning for genuine dis- 
armament. 

A copy of Mr. Radzinsky’s let- 
ter, dated Nov. 25. arrived at the 
Moscow offices of W estern news 
agendes through the Soviet post. 
’In an accompanying note he said 
he had written to the president 
" because it is vital to establish the 
truth.” 

The letter was postmarked 
vlinayevka, a Siberian settlement 
on the banks of the Chulim River 
near Tomsk. 

Ihe correspondence of people 
in internal exile is strictly con- 
trolled and there have been no 
other known cases of letters from 
exiled dissidents reaching Wes- 


tern journalists. 

vlr. Radzinsky told President 
Reagan: *T categorically forbid 
you or anybody else to" use ray 
name or my case to spread' dis- 
trust. to use them for provocative 
purposes. 

“I am in favour of trust between 
nations but you are against it." he 
added. 

He accused the American lea- 
der of sowing tension between 
East arid West, condemned the 
deployment of new U.S. missiles 
in Western Europe and said Pre- 
sident Reagan had ignored a string 
of peace initiatives from .Moscow. 

Mr. Radzinsky was the first 
member of the so-called “group of 
trust”, an unoffidal peace group 
set up IK months ago. to be sen- 
tenced to a prison term. 


NATO job will test Carrington’s skills

LONDON — Lord Carrington, 
who became the secreiary-general 
of NA TO Friday, is an aristocrat 
of old-world charm and polished 
negotiating skill who was a suc- 
cessful British defence secretary 
and foreign secretary until he res- 
igned on a point of honour during 
last year's Falkland^ crisis. 

As foreign secretary he was cre- 
dited with the remarkable ach- 
ievement of engineering an end to 
the guerrilla war in Rhodesia and 
paving the way for the former col-, 
ony' s independence as Zimbabwe 
in 19KU. 

He was at the height of his pre- 
stige when Argentina seized the 
Falkland Islands colony in the 
South Atlantic in. April 19K2. 

He resigned immediately amid 
recriminations over how Britain 
could have been taken unawares 
and publicly accepted some of the 
blame for what he called a nat- 
ional humiliation. 

An official inquiry set up after 
Britain recovered the islands by 
military action cleared Lord Car- 
rington. It concluded (hat Britain 
could hardly have foreseen the 
Argentine action. 

But Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher made no early move to 
reinstate the 64-year-old peer as a 
minister. 

The courtly Carrington, who 
has held many directorships, acc- 
epted the £6(1.1 H HI i SK7.IHH I J a 
year chairmanship of lieneral 
Electric. Britain's biggest ele- 
ctrical group. 

.Peter Alexander Rupert Car- 
rington was born on June 6, 1 91 9, 
and in 193K became the sixth 
Baron Carrington, inheriting fam- 
ily estates and a title created in 
1797. 

He was educated at exclusive 
Eton college and Sandhurst mil- 
itary academy and was decorated 
with the military cross as a tank 
officer in World War II.

Although tipped from time to 
time us a future prime minister. 
Mr. Carrington was said to have 
little ambition for the post. “I can 
imagine no more awful job." he 
once said. 

Although he served under every 
British conservative postwar 
prime Minister. Mr. Carrington's 
position in the House of Lords, the 
hereditary upper chamber, meant 
he never had to seek election and 
could avoid the verbal brawling of 
the elected lower house. 

Nevertheless, in 1979 Mr. Car- 
rington was the victorious Mar- 
garet Thatcher’s first choice as 
foreign secretary. She regarded 
him as a top political brain. 

‘Bit disdainful’ 

” He’s a bit disdainful and never 
really friendly. He does feel sup- 
erior.” a colleague said oF Mr. 
Carrington. He has been called 
the lust of the old-style con- 
servative political grandees, ill at 
ease amid Mrs. Thatcher’s 
middle-class Conservatism. 

Despite his old-world courtesy. 
Mr. Carrington is regarded as a 
clever operator -and former U4i. 
Secretary of Slate Alexander Haig 
was once said to have called him a 
"duplicitous bastard.” 

Mr. Carrington took a pro- 
minent stance in European Corn- 


efforts to help reach a 
East peace settlement, 
espousing Lhe desirability of a Pal- 
estinian role. 

On becoming foreign secretary 
in 1979 he moved boldly to secure 
peace in Rhodesia, where blacks 
were waging a guerrilla war aga- 
inst the illegal white settler reg- 
ime. 

Mr. Carrington’s deft cha- 
irmanship of the 15-week London 
peace conference on Rhodesia 
that ended in agreement drew 
wide praise and he was touted as a 
potential Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner. 

Ironically. Mr. Carrington had 
warned Mrs. rhatcher in 1979 
that if Britain did not make con- 
cessions on Argentina’s claim lo 
sovereignty of the Falkland Isl- 
ands — called the Malvinas by the 
Argentines — there would be a 
serious risk of invasion. 

He a bo had deep misgivings 
about the government decision to 
withdraw the patrol ship End- 
urance from the Falkland Islands, 
which he feared would send the- 
wrong signals to Buenos Aires. 

Mr. Carrington had an int- 
ernationalist approach and once 
complained thaL it seemed to att- 
ract the disapproval of some peo- 
ple in Parliament and the press. 
"One almost feels they disapprove 
of anyone in the Foreign Office 
talking to a foreigner.” he said. 

As defence secretary in Edward 
Heath’s goverment from iy7fl to 
1974, Lord Carrington warned of 
growing Soviet strength. 

Earlier, as find lord of the Adm- 
iraJty. then equivalent to navy 
minister, he had modernised Bri- 
tain's independent nuclear arm 
with American Polaris 
submarine-launched missiles. 

Having married at 22. Mr. Car- 
rington has two daughters, a son 
and three grandchildren. He lives 
a gentlemanly life, often stayidgai 
his country house in- the Onltern 
Hills near London.
